In 1930-1931 Orange county car¬ 
ried on its own work relief pro¬ 
gram. employing about 3500 heads 
of families Since that time the 
federal government has handled 
the work relief situation under the 
Civil Works administration, the 
SERA and now the WPA 

No Comment on Range 

Mr. Curry did not comment yes¬ 
terday on the great difference in 
cost between the federal govern¬ 
ment program and the program 
administered in Orange county. 
He said today he had no com¬ 
ment* to make 

Mr. Curry also gave figures 
yesterday showing the case load 
handled through the county wel¬ 
fare department. The total num¬ 
ber of cases of all classes, he said, 
is 1328. 

One Japanese on Relief 

In response to a question yester¬ 
day, Mr. Curry replied that there 
Is now only one Japanese family 
on relief. While there Is a rela¬ 
tively small number of Japanese in 
Orange county, the percentage of 
relief cases from that race is thus 
very much smaller than the per¬ 
centage for other races.

400; new ap¬ 
plications for state aid for the 
aged, 200; state aid for the blind, 
38; dependent and orphan chil¬ 
dren, 170; aged boarding home 
cases, children's boarding home 
cases and institutional children’s 
cases, 85. 

560 on Relief 

In order lo be eligible for county 
welfare aid it is necessary to have 
a residence of three years in Cali¬ 
fornia, whereas the SERA has re¬ 
quired one year of residence. All 
persons given SERA aid are re¬ 
quired to be employable, but be¬ 
cause of the lack of projects fitted 
to some of those unable to handle 
heavy work, there have been vary¬ 
ing numbers on direct relief. This 
number now is about 560.

from providing more parking space 
for outside customers. 

In order to support the move¬ 
ment, the group which met in the 
chamber of commerce building 
voted to request the city council 
and police department to assign an 
officer to study the problem and 
cooperate with the business and 
professional groups in securing 
parking facilities off the streets 
The most effective means of at¬ 
taining this goal, it was suggested, 
will be to secure vacant lots on 
which the cars can be parked. 

Improvement* Noted 
Councilman Ernest Layton, chair¬ 
man of the joint parking commit¬ 
tee, pointed out that the recent 
campaign conducted by Police 
Chief Floyd Howard to take dras¬ 
tic action against regular offend¬ 
ers has resulted already in a con¬ 
siderable improvement in parking 
conditions. The home folks are the 
worst violators of parking limits, 
it was pointed out, and it is these 
people, rather than tourists or peo¬ 
ple from other towns, who are 
most often fined for overtime 
parking. 

Various aspects of the parking 
situation were brought out in dis¬ 
cussion before a plan of action was 
reached. 

In response to a question, City 
Engineer J. L. McBride reported 
that there is room on parking lots 
for a total of 1103 cars, that there 
is space for 870 cars in one-hour 
zones and for 1074 cars in two- 
hour zone*. 

Angle Parking Urged 
Walter Vandermast called at¬ 
tention to the fact that a large 
number of professional people in 
office buildings also find it con¬ 
venient to park their cars on the 
street*. He suggested that they 
be contacted also in the movement 
to provide more space. 

T. E. Stephenson pointed out 
that the motive behind the park¬ 
ing study is to facilitate trade in 
local business houses, and said that 
for this reason he believes dras¬ 
tic action in arresting offenders 
may act as a boomerang, particu¬ 
larly if these people are from out¬ 
side Santa Ana. Mr. Stephenson 
also suggested more angle park¬ 
ing. 

Stanley Goode suggested that if 
cars are kept off the downtown 
streets there will be a tendency 
for them to move into surrounding 
residential sections and that this 
will create a problem for those liv¬ 
ing in those areas. 

Would Extend Time 
Police Chief Floyd Howard sug¬ 
gested in this connection that an 


extension of the two-hour park¬ 
ing limit zone would help to 
remedy this situation. The matter 
was discussed but no recommen¬ 
dation was made on this point. 

Lester Fountain also reported 
that he has noticed considerable 
improvement in the situation, par¬ 
ticularly on Fourth street, during 
recent weeks. He said he felt this 
was due to activity of the police 
department to a great extent. 

Ray Goodcell called attention to 
the practice in some cities where 
stores provide free parking lots for 
their customers. He suggested 
thart some such system as this 
would help, pointing out that 
equally beneficial results might be 
obtained if lots were provided for 
employes of business houses. 

‘Problem Goes Deeper’ 

Howard I. Wood, chamber of 
commerce secretary, said that 
while police control is one import¬ 
ant factor in handling the situa¬ 
tion, he believed that the problem 
goes deeper than that because the 
primary need is to supply more 
parking space. He also suggested 
that if parking lots are used on 
which a charge is made, such 
charges should be paid by business 
people and their employes rather 
than by customers. 

Wilbur Barr made the sugges¬ 
tion. however, that if such lots are 
used. It might be possible to 
make them available to customers 
without charge. Mr. Barr, as well 
as the others present, agreed that 
taking local cars off the streets 
is the first step toward a solution. 

‘Up to Business Men’ 

Hugh J. Lowe said that he be¬ 
lieved the problem is largely one in 
which the business and profes¬ 
sional people can help most 
toward a solution and that em¬ 
ployers should take the responsi¬ 
bility of seeing to it that they and 
their employes keep their cars 
off the streets.

This 
move long has failed to receive 
the support of the hoard because 
of the long distance between 
Coast Preparatory league 
schools, thereby making night 
trips dangerous. 

Boys sports will cost $3,742, and 
girls' sports $65, according to the 
budget. A sum of $184 has been 
set for general student body ex¬ 
penditures and debating. 

Items listed in the budget follow: 
Football, $2638; track, $359: base¬ 
ball. $280: basketball, $330; swim¬ 
ming. $60, and tennis, $75. Hir¬ 
ing of Tootball officials will oost 
$261. Miscellaneous expenses, in¬ 
cluding transportation, meals, 
equipment, doctor bills, advertis¬ 
ing and laundry will require $2638

M’Groarty Not to Run Again 


CANDIDATE ’IF — SAYS HUEY 


LOS ANGELES. Aug. 21. OP>— 
Most men who get into politics 
try to remain in them, but John 
Steven McGroarty, the poet lau¬ 
reate of California who forsook 
hi* books to become a congress¬ 
man, wants to forget about what 
he calls "the Science of Getting 
Votes." 

McGroarty, affectionately 
known by his neighbors as the 
old, gray poet of the Verdugo 
foothills, was 73 years of age yes¬ 
terday. He said he will retire from 
politics at the conclusion of the 
second session of the 74th congress 
beginning in January. But there is 
an "if" to his contemplated re¬ 
tirement. 

“No Politician” 

"I am wholly sincere and em¬ 
phatic when I say I want to quit 
congress to which I have been 
elected for my first term." said 
the poet. "I don’t believe I’m cut 
out to be a politician. I’m a 
writer, and I’d rather be with my 
books. But, if my friends insist 


on putting me up as a candidate 
for reelection. I’ll go back. How- 
over, I’m not going to campaign 
one bit." 

McGroarty is a democrat, elect¬ 
ed from the strong republican 
Eleventh district. 

"I like people," said the poet, 
who contributes a weekly page 
on philosophy on life to the Los 
Angeles Times, exceedingly pro¬ 
republican in policy. "I value 
friendship. It’s one of the great¬ 
est things in life. I feel that if 
I hadn't had a lot of friends I 
never would have been elected in 
this republican stronghold." 

Back, Townsend Plain 

McGroarty was the chief pro¬ 
ponent of the Townsend old age 
pension plan in congress. For it 
he sees ultimate victory. 

"A congressman ran have ideals 
and get by with them in the 
house," said. "There are some 
mighty fine men in congress. But 
what the country needs there are 
fewer lawyers and more news¬ 
papermen and farmers."

as directory, we would have the 
peculiar situation of different 
minimum amounts of aid being 
awarded to those who have In¬ 
come from other sources and 
those who are without Income. 
Thus a person with an income 
of $5 per month might only be 
awarded the sum of $15 as aid 
from the state and county, while 
the person with no Income 
might be awarded the sum of 
$35 per month as aid. We can¬ 
not believe that it was the In¬ 
tention of the legislature to so 
discriminate between the two 
classes of applicants. 

"In determining the amount of 
aid to which an applicant is en¬ 
titled. the presumption should be 
in favor of the maximum amount 
where applicant is not receiving 
board or lodging nor income from 
other sources. 

"The allowance made to appli¬ 
cants with income should be de¬ 
termined by estimating the budget 
with due regard to the conditions 
existing in each case, but income 
and aid may not be less than $20 
nor more than $35 per month. The 
allowance made to such applicants 
should not be determined by mere¬ 
ly subtracting the amount of ap¬ 
plicant’s income from the maxi- j 
mum of $35. without due regard 
to such conditions. 

In Case of Two 

"If each of an aged couple is 
eligible for aid hut without in¬ 
come, the fact that each of the 
parties is receiving aid would be 
one of the conditions existing 
which should be taken into consid- j 
eration in determining the amount 
of aid to each. 

“On and after Sept. 15, 1935, 
the provisions of the act, as 
amended, apply and the grants 
of nld under the present act 
should be reviewed and adjusted 
in accordance with the amend¬ 
ments.” 

Property Limits 

Webb explained Section 4 of the 
act which has to do with the 
amount of property, real and per¬ 
sonal, an applicant may own. 

"Aid under this act shall not be 
granted or paid to any person, the 
assessed value of whose real prop¬ 
erty, or, if married, the assessed

Seventh Firm T a p p i n 
Tide lands Pool at 
H. B. Sues State 


In a court order signed late yes¬ 
terday by Presiding: Judge James 
L. Allen in the superior 
court, in the Windsor Oil com¬ 
pany. operators of a well tapping 
the state-owned tidelands oil pool 
at Huntington Beach, was granted 
a temporary restraining order en¬ 
joining the state from fixing pro¬ 
duction quotas for the well, pad¬ 
locking it, trespassing or posting 
guards on company property. The 
order was granted pending a hear¬ 
ing as to whether that and six 
other temporary restraining orders 
shall be made permanent. 

The action started yesterday 
was the seventh such action 
started by independent operators 
under royalty contracts with the 
state following the padlocking last 
month of more than 20 wells pro¬ 
ducing from the tidelands pool. As 
in the other petitions for perma¬ 
nent injunctions, yesterday’s ac¬ 
tion names as defendants Carl 
B. Sturzenacker, chief of the state 
division of lands; Arlin E. Stock- 
burger, state director of finance, 
and Arthur H. Alexander, petrol¬ 
eum production inspector. 

According to the petition for a 
restraining order, the well oper¬ 
ated by the Windsor company 
was producing prior to March 1. 
1934, when all operators of "whip¬ 
stock” or slant-drilled wells tap¬ 
ping the tidelands pool signed con¬ 
tracts with the state under which 
production for a 20-year period 
was permitted on a basis of one- 
fifth royalty to be paid the state. 
The Windsor petition charges 
that the state contract did not 
stipulate state control of produc¬ 
tion. 

The oil company alleges that it 
has a contract for sale of the oil 
produced from the well that will 
be voided if production is curbed. 
It also charges that the well will 
be damaged. 

The well, according to the com¬ 
plaint. has an actual production 
possibility of 620 barrels of crude 
oil daily. On July 15. last, the 
state, through Mr. Sturzenacker, 
fixed the potential production at 
616 barrels and the allowable at 
215 barrels. On August 1 the po¬ 
tential was dropped to 610 barrels 
with an allowable production of 
175 barrels daily.

290, the 
court considered somewhat at 
length the use of the word ‘may* 
and under what circumstances 
it would be held mandatory and 
not merely permissive and It 
was there held, quoting from 
the syllabus: 

‘May* Is Mandatory 

"While the word ‘may’ is pri¬ 
marily and ordinarily a permissive 
term and not peremptory, never¬ 
theless, when the rights of the 
public, or of other persons in this 
case, the state of California, are 
dependent upon the c ercise of 
the power conferred, the word 
may’ takes on the mandatory 
form and the performance of the 
act provided for is neither option¬ 
al nor discretionary upon the per¬ 
son or officer designated and au¬ 
thorized to perform this act.” 

"We, therefore, advise that it is 
mandatory on the county to place 
a lien on the real property of the 
recipient of aid under the Old Age 
I Securities act.”

Cleft palate, however, presents 
more serious problems particu¬ 
larly those of feeding and speech. 
The child with a cleft palate is 
hard to feed and is likely to suffer 
malnutrition and its complications. 
The difficulties arise from the 
fact that the infant with a cleft 
palate cannot suck properly. This 
difficulty can, in a measure, be 
overcome by either artificially cov¬ 
ering the gap in the palate by a 
denture, or plate, or by feeding 
the infant by spoon, bottle or 
fountain pen filler. 

If the child is allowed to de¬ 
velop with the condition uncor¬ 
rected. its speech will be defective 
and it will acquire speech man¬ 
nerisms which will be difficult to 
eradicate even after the cleft pal¬ 
ate is correrted. 

In consequence, it is advisable 
to have the palate deformity treat¬ 
ed as promptly as possible In a 
large percentage of cases, the 
cleft palate can. to some extent, 
be eliminated and corrected by 
1 what is termed "reconstructive 
surgery.” 


Fairly common developmental 
defects are harelip and cleft pal¬ 
ate. The two frequently are as¬ 
sociated. There are instances, 
however, in which there is a hair- 
lip with the palate intact. 

Precisely what is responsible for 
these defects we do not know. 
There is apparently some heredi¬ 
tary factor involved, but that is 
only giving a name to our ignor¬ 
ance. 

Not Rare in Negroes 

Cleft palate occurs among all 
nationalities and races. It has 
been reported even among the 
Africans and the South Sea island¬ 
ers. These races are mentioned 
specifically because there is an 
impression that the deformity is 
very rare among the negroes. 

Split palate does not afflict man 
alone. Specific instances of the 
deformity have been reported seen 
in the lion, horse, dog, cat ami 
| cow. 

The correction of harelip is es¬ 
sentially a problem of improving 
the sufferer’s appearance. Modern 
surgery does well and if an opera¬ 
tion is performed as early as pos¬ 
sible, excellent results frequently 
are obtained.

Effective Until Feb. 1, 1937 

If the emergency measures had 
not been extended they would have 
expired on Sept.mber 1. But as 
the situation exists today, they 
will be effective until February 
1, 1937. Subject to this law. re¬ 
strictions continue upon the max¬ 
imum rate of interest payments. 
Associations can pay no more than 
40 per cent annually upon de¬ 
posits or shares, and at the same 
time can charge no more than 7.2 
per cent annually for loans. 

The application of these maxi¬ 
mum rates during the depression 
period is said to have saved many ‘ 
institutions from bankruptcy. 
Most of them had shares with a , 
relatively high fixed interest rate, 
and an official pointed out re¬ 
cently that serious difficulties 1 
would almost certainly have been 
experienced had not the moratori¬ 
um been imposed. 

Under the new laws, effective ; 
September 15, building and loan 
associations will be freed from 
this embarrassing situation in the 
future because they cannot issue 
shares providing for a fixed rate 
of return. 

Outside Firms Forbidden 

Reorganization and rehabilita¬ 
tion provisions of the legislation 
are viewed as especially important. 
Quite a number of institutions 
have been in serious trouble, and 
under this law they are allowed 
to write down their assets and 
issue new securities based upon 
real values Provision also has 
been made for the conversion of 
state associations into federal sav¬ 
ings and loan associations. 

Two acts affecting foreign or 
out-of-state associations were 
passed by the legislature. One of 
them imposes additional restric¬ 
tions upon such organizations, re¬ 
quiring them to keep assets and 
records within the state, the other 
prohibits new foreign associations 
from doing business in California 
Another law limits the amount 
of any single loan to not more 
than 1 per cent of the association’s 
total assets, but this rule docs not 
apply if the loan is not in excess 
of $i 0,000 and if it is approved by 
the commissioner. Invest ment 
shares or certificates issued hence¬ 
forth must also bear a notice that 
six months can he required as a 
period between the notice of with¬ 
drawal and actual payment of the 
funds. 

Regulate Advertising 

Withdrawal notices to building 
and loan associations under still 
another law must also mature in 
installments if the claim is for 
more than $250 

Regulation of advertising is pro¬ 
vided by a separate act. It has 
four sections. Substantially, these 
require that: 

1. Associations without the word 
building and loan in their official 
title must state so clearly in their 
advertising. 

2. The state building and loan 
commissioner has the authority to 
require a text of any advertising 
placed by an association for his 
approval. 

3. Associations cannot advertise 1 

that their certificates are legal 
trust investments unless they also ‘ 
declare that this is not a recom- 1 
mendation by the state. i 

4. Associations cannot advertise 
that they are under state super- 1 
vision.

T HE youthful Hollywood chemist who set himself up 
as a competitor with God Almighty seemed quite 
willing to stop the job as soon as he had a crowd of 
inspectors around him.

The chemist. Dr. Rolph S. Willard, had excited the 
populace over a period of weeks by asserting he had frozen 
a monkey to death in an ice box and afterward had 
restored life to the animal by thawing it out in a bake 
oven.
